“The em p loym ent of the clerks In the re­ 
tail stam p d e p a rtm e n t of the p ostoffice,” 
said one of them the other day, “is generally 
regarded as exceedingly oa?y, indolent and 
mechanical, but it Is e x a c tly the reverse,* 
In m y op inion it i? the toughest and most 
intellectual job under the roof of the gov ­ 
ernm ent building. 
The bare fact th a t they 
w ait on so m any custom ers shows it. 
The 
work of one clerk in the money-order de­ 
p artm e n t is regarded by some as the hardest 
p lace, 
because he has to conduct 1,01)0 
money transactions a day. 
B ut the retail 
stam p clerk deals in dollars, 
cents and 
mills, has to do all his cip hering in his head, 
like the ‘lightning calculator 1 on the street, 
end has from S,000 to 4,000 of th em a day. 
T h at num ber m a y feem large to you, but 
we often w ait on as m any as a dozen p eop le 
a minute, 
and 
will av erag e from sav eu to 
ten a m inute during th e seven or eight 
hours th a t we are on d u ty .” 
MISTAKES 
MADE. 
“W h a t are the chances for m aking mis­ 
takes?” 
“They are unriv aled. 
W e hav e seven 
kinds of stamp s, two kinds of p ostal card-!, 
and about tw enty kinds of env elop es and 
w rap p ers to sell. 
These are disp ose i a ro un d 
the clerk, not all of them w ithin reach, and 
when he te g in j to serv e customers he looks 
like a champ ion bell-ringer p laying ‘Fisher’s 
Hornp ip e,1 w ith v ariations. 
The v alue of 
each envelop e and w rap p er is so m any 
cenri and a decimal fraction, and when­ 
ev er 
he 
sells live 
or 
seven 
of 
them 
he 
m ust estim ate 
the 
p rice 
within 
a 
hun dredth of a cent; and if the am ount 
is 
so 
many 
cents 
and 
a 
fraction he

cents. 
This is extrem ely interesting.

of the envelop es use 2.24 cents ap iece; and, 
if a customer w ants ten of them, it is co m ­ 
p arativ ely eaty to tell w h a t to charge him, 
but w hen he asks for 
20 cents w orth of 
thorn the clerk feels like resigning bi 3 p osi­ 
tion. 
Of course, 
when v ery busy, 
ho is 
liable to m ake a m istake abo ut i t 
“Theu the sale of stam p s is v ery d an g er­ 
ous. 
Some p eop le w an t ten stam p s and 
others 10 cents worth of stamp s, 
and the 
clerk constantly confuses these tw o tra n s­ 
actions, and giv es ton 2-cent stam p s for 10 
cents, or fifty for 50 cents. 
U nder fa v o r­ 
able circum stances those calculations would 
not mislead him, bu t he has to m ake them 
w ith tw jn ty p eop le a t his window w atching 
him a n l w aiting im p a tie n tly for their turn, 
and he has to m ake thom a f te r hav ing m ade 
2.000 other calculations and when his facul­ 
ties are comp letely jaded.

Rem iniscences. 
Dixon is one of the oldest towns in tne 
Sta te, a nd it is rema rka ble tha t more ha s 
not been done to preserve the tra ditions 
of those who ha ve a lrea dy gone before, 
or who a re y ea rly going over to the grea t 
ma jority . John Cheney ’s letter, which wa s 
rea d a t the ga thering a t the Na chusa 
House la st winter, wa s suggestive of 
something of this kind; but it did not go 
ba ck to the ea rlier times, which a re still 
within the recollection of the older peo­ 
ple. 
W hy ca n’t some one or more, who 
could be mentioned, tell us something? 
They could spea k of the times when 3Ia r- 
ga ret Fuller, a nd severa l, more or less 
known tolfa me in la ter y ea rs, were (some 
of them) obscure y oung people a t Dixon. 
They could, perha ps, a lso reca ll some of 
the loca l distinctive points 
now 
long 
forgotten, a s, for insta nce: the ‘H o le in 
the Wa ll;” which stood on Wa ter street, 
now the origina l site of Dixon’s Ferry . 
My recollections do not quite rea ch those 
times, or I would gla dly chronicle them, 
tha t they might be preserved through 
the columns of the T e l e gr ap h . 
My first recollections were when W a ter 
street wa s the only business street in 
town. 
J. B. Brooks ca rried on business 
where a livery sta ble now is, a nd wa s 
proba bly the lea ding business ma n. 
P. 
M. Alexa nder, Henry Webb a nd Andrew 
Bruba ker were a mong his va lued a ssist­ 
a nts. J. Kea rney Rogers a nd Eber W ood­ 
ruff, Murpby , Pa nkhurst, E. W. Ilines. 
a nd Cha rley Johnson’s pla ce composed 
its principle business esta blishments; a nd 
it wa s not until la ter tha t Ma in street a s­ 
sumed a ny importa nce in a business wa y . 
Some of the old signs ma y y et be fa intly 
tra ced if one knows where to look for 
them on the wa lls of the old stores which 
a re still sta nding on Ma in street. 
Joe. 
Clea rm wa s postma ster, a nd the pos'-of- 
fice stood where Morns’ grocery is, on 
Ga lena street. 
Poor Jce! he wa s the first 
victim of the cholera epidemic, which 
ca me to us in ’54, a nd, if I remember cor­ 
rectly , ca rried off twenty -four in thirty - 
six hours. 
John Neimey er tended the 
ferry for ma ny y ea rs, a nd his plea sa nt 
Dutch fa ce wa s a fa milia r one to those 
who were boy s then. 
The Old Dixon 
House stood where Higgins’ store is, a nd 
found a riva l for the public pa trona ge in’ 
the Western House, on Hennepin street. 
T hj: TELEGP4PH wa s the only p a p e r - 
edited a t one time by Judge Eustrce— 
a nd seemed a very a ncient institution, 
even then, but it (could not ha ve been so 
very old, a s it is in its thirty fifth y ea r 
only . 
Some of its controversies which 
went on within its own columns would be 
interesting ma tter for its present rea ders; 
tha t on the tempera nce question for ex­ 
a mple; a nd ‘‘The Tempest in a Tea pot,” 
one of the pa rlies to which wa s “ Dei- 
pha n, ’ — Joseph Ba li, 
long dea d — the 
other Noa h Brooks, whose pla ce in litera ­ 
ture is now well known to Dixon people, 
though he ha s been gone ma ny y ea rs. 
In the ea rlier da y s the ma il ca me from 
the ea st by the Rockford sta ge, a nd the 
sound of the driver’s horn a s he ca me 
into town a nd sounded up in front of the 
post-office, wa s one which wa s ea gerly 
wa ited for, a nd this signa l for a genera l 
cha rge on the post-office, where timely 
jokes were cra cked during the interva l of 
wa iting—for there were no lock boxes.
